po«ed to the aha>*p glare of the public ey<8. Not only is Greenloelt 
ia the apotliyht; it la on the spot. Abraham Chasiinowr, who playn 
a prominent part, in the life of our community, has been fired by 
the Navy Department as a "security risk" largely on the basin of 
associations with certain residents of Greenbelt. He has also been 
charged with being “the leader and ver\' active in a radical group 
in Greenbelt.” .Mr. Chasanow, who had previfsut^ly been cleared 
of all charges ai^'inst him by the unanimous opinion of a three- 
man security review board, published the de^ of his charges 
last Thursday after the Navy’s Security Appeal Hoard reversed 
this decision. As the New York Timc.s put it. fa* wp'; placing his 
case “before the court of publ::c opinion.” The Na\o' Department 
has now agreed to hold an informal discussion <in Ma>’ to decide 
whether action should be taken to re-examine his case. , 

Meanwhile, cside from any personal iintere.st they may' have in 
Mr. Chasanow, tJie government employees who make up a large 
portion of Green belt’s population are seriously’ coneerned as to how" 
this case may’ iiflfect them. The implication in the charges, as 
ridiculous as it may appear to ihose of who live here, is that 
Greenbelt is a hotbed of left-wing radicals, or worse. Newcomers 
to Greenbelt may be wondering if they have unwittingly' settled 
in a nest of subversives, and outsiders ^vhom we meet at our jobs 
approach us gingerly. Many old-1. imers., pn the otli(!r hand, are 
disturbed over v/hat they believe to be ithe bitter after-affects of 
the fight over th«j sale of Greenbelt by the government to a housing 
corporation. Finally, those who have been listed in. the charges 
as improper associates, ever, though no statement was made that 
they were considered subversive, must fijel that iheir reputations 
are damaged.

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YOUTH PROBLEMS 

To the Eklitor: 

We, the undersigned, members 
of the Steering Committee of the 
Bi-County Organization on Youth 
Problems for Montgomery and 
Prince Georges Counties, are dis¬ 
turbed at some recent stories in¬ 
volving juveniles carried In the 
metropolitan press. We realize 
that there are two schools of 
thought regarding the question of 
the proper news treatment of 
criminal actions of a sensational 
nature which involve juveniles. 
Perhaps we ought to take a second 
look at this question. 

In the Spring of i953, more than 
100 people representing ail types 
of civic organizations, schools, 
churches and interested citizens, 
were invited to a nreeting by Mr. 
Sidney Lust. The purpose was to 
bring to the attention of those 
present and the various groups 
which they repre^sented, the extent 
of damageresulting from delib- 
eralte destruction, or vandalism, 

• on the p$.rt of children and teen¬ 
agers. Iti was felt that many had 
not realized the extent of this anti¬ 
social behavior. It was also felt 
that if attention were called to 
this matter, this group might 
make a concerted effort to take 
contsn'otive action.- 

Judge Alfred D. Nojres of the Ju¬ 
venile Court of Montgomery Coun- 
t.v ’^rp<5’'ded. He called for sug- 
gestiors and ideas; on the best way 
to br’ne thi-s matter to the at¬ 
tention of parents and children. 
Many good ideas were put .forth, 
some verj'- good se^gestions com¬ 
ing from yoi\ng people themselves. 
Ic was finally decided to select, 
from th‘3 r.>'ronTj present, a steer¬ 
ing committee to effectively work 
out plans for a permanent organi¬ 
zation to help combat vandalism 
in the two counties. Judge Noyes 
is the Chainhan of that steering 
committee which held its first 
meeting In April Twenty mem¬ 
bers. were present, representing In¬ 
terested groups aitd organizations. 
That first meeting and subsequent 
monthly meetings have resulted in 
the following concrete results. 

1. ‘Die formation of a permanent 
group under the name of "Bi- 
County Organization on Youth 
Problems”. Tb^T group has elect¬ 
ed officers and appointed commit¬ 
tee chairmen, seme of whom are 
teen-agers. 

2. Establishment of liaison with 

student groups in each junior and 
senior high s(Aool throughout the 
two counties for ide^s and sugges¬ 
tions on the best ways to spend 
leisure time. ' 

3. Cooperation v/ith the Youth 
Council established by the District 
of Columbia Commissioners. 

4. Invitation to qualified speak¬ 
ers at our monthly meetings who 
have brought ms.ny worthwhCe 
ide^ and suggestiC'ns on this sub¬ 
ject. 

^ 5. Invitation to all interested 

civic organizations, churches, 
schools. PTA's ei:c. to become 
members. Our by-laws state that: 
“Any individual or members of an 
organization from either Prince 
Georges or Mont^'omery County 
intojrested in our purposes may be¬ 
come a member u|>on payment of 
dues of one dollar. Rpresentattvps 
fyam Btudeht Coomdls shall not bo 
nit«<i>'ed to pay daes.“ 


6. Organization into l;wo sub¬ 
committees to deal with this prob¬ 
lem in the respective conununitles 
of each county, to more effective¬ 
ly pin-point our efforts In the 
areas affected. 

7. Presentation by the Chairman 
of the Prince Georges Subcommit¬ 
tee, Mr. Oosterbous, In support of 
the recommendation of the Juven¬ 
ile Couit Advisory Committee, the 
Civic Federation and the League 
of Women Voters—that the Prince 
Georges County Commissioners 
authorize an Official Youth Coun¬ 
cil. Said Council to include repre¬ 
sentatives of all major groups in 
the County willing to work on the 
problems of youth; to coordinate 
the work of existing organizations 
to the best interests of tlie com¬ 
munity; to stimulate and sJd com¬ 
munities, municipalities and neigh¬ 
borhoods to form area councils to 
serve as an informational body; 
and to make studies and recom¬ 
mendations pertaining t.o the 
problems of youth. 

The County Commissioners have 
approve! this recommendation 
which we supported. They have 
'«'>T)Ointed a Temporary Organizing 
Committee and appropriabid $500 
for operating expenses. I'he Bi- 
County Organization on Youth 
Problems will exert all the influ¬ 
ence it can to implement ttis con¬ 
structive forward action. 

Let us all work together toward 
a more constructive approach to 
this most important problem.

A petition signed by 28 residents 
of the 4 and 5 courts of Garden-

Oil of wintergreen, which con¬ 
stitutes from 10% to 100% of lini¬ 
ments used for relief of muscular 
pain, is toxic, and drugs contain¬ 
ing it should be so labeled, accord¬ 
ing to Charles W. Crawford, Com¬ 
missioner of Pood and Drugs. 

Commonly regarded by the pub¬ 
lic as harmless, as little as a tea¬ 
spoonful of the oil taken Internal¬ 
ly can cause death. There are ap¬ 
proximately 15 deaths pdr year’ 
from accidental poisoning caused 
by oil of wintergreen prepara¬ 
tions. Most deaths are of young 
children, who are apt to be at¬ 
tracted by the odor, Crawford 
said. 

The Department of Health, Edu¬ 
cation and Welfare will hence¬ 
forth consider drug products con¬ 
taining more than 5% of this in¬ 
gredient as misbranded unless 
their labels warn that use con¬ 
trary to directions may be dan¬ 
gerous. Parents are especially 
warned to keep the article out of 
reach of children.

No action was taken at the city 
council meetingl ast Monday to 
approve an ordinance forbidding 
ball-playing with a bat in grassy 
areas within the city.

Riley declared that 
he was assured by the NCPPC that 
there would be no serious opposi¬ 
tion to granting a permit for “non- 
conforming” use, and that the 
county commissioners had also in¬ 
dicated to him that they would be 
cooperative in the matter. Green- 
belt Veteran Housing Corporation 
has also declared its willingness to 
endorse the zoning change for the 
Legion, Riley said. 

Mortgage Arranged 

A colorful drawing of the Legion 
home was displayed to the council 
and spectators which showed the 
anticipated changes and appear¬ 
ance. Riley disclosed that a mort¬ 
gage had been arranged from a 
local banking firm and that com¬ 
pletion of the project is expected 
bv July. 

City manager Charles McDonald 
was instructed top repare a reso¬ 
lution endorsing the zoning 
change, provided the resolution 
.snecifically declares that the 
change is solely for this building. 
However, McDonald declared, 
planners and developers are agree¬ 
ing that the area from the Armory 
to the Legion home is expected to 
be zoned “commercial” because of 
existing structures and the site. 
McDonald recommended that the 
permission be given to one request 
at a time, so that the council could 
determine the propriety of a zon¬ 
ing change without basis of prece¬ 
dent. 

It is expected that the new Le¬ 
gion Post home will do much to 
"beautify the approaches to 
Greenbelt,”
